Co-Operative Has 
Option to 
Buy for $65,000 


Members of the Saline County 
F arm ers Cooperative, Inc., today 
are in a quick drive to sell stock 
in the corporation to Saline coun­ 
ty farm ers in an effort to get in 
operation at the Woolcott mill be­ 
fore this y ear’s wheat harvest. 
The co-operative, chartered as 
a non-profit association under the 
Agricultural Co-operative 
Act of 
Illinois, has an option to buy the 
mill. 
“ If there is a fairly good chance 
to sell enough stock to raise the 
needed money, plans are to go 
ahead and buy it,” Don Scott, at­ 
torney for the group, told a group 
at the start of a meeting last night. 
The price of the mill to the co­ 
operative is $65,000, but only $20,- 
000 is needed immediately, incor­ 
porators stated. 
George R 
My­ 
ers, one of the incorporators and 
a member of the board of direc­ 
tors, was named chairm an of a 
finance committee to go among 
the farm ers selling stock. A good 
ly sum toward the $20,000 already 
had been collected last night. 
Among the original incorporators 
are business men as well as farm ­ 
ers, although the majority of the 
business men own farms, but right 
now the committee is going out to 
sell stock to farm ers, being as­ 
sured that business men will buy 
stock to bring the co-operative to 
this city, 
Muriel H o l l a n d , 
elected the 
group’s first president last night 
at a meeting held at the Woolcott 
mill, told the farm ers present: 
“ Farm ers can buy shares in this 
co-operative and own and control 
it. 
It will aid both you and the 
community. 
The thing to do is 
subscribe for enough stock to put 
it in operation, then put in a m an­ 
ager who knows his business to 
run it. 
Shares are $25 each and 
no person can own more than $10,- 
000 in the co-operative.” 
Pointing to the benefits, he said 
there were facilities to store 150, 
OOO bushels of wheat at the mill 
“ If we’re going to do it. we’ve 
got to hurry,” he said. 
The co­ 
operative has 
a 30 - day 
option 
with the Woolcott family to buy 
for the $65,000 price.
